Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13 and 15-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 13 is 
patentable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the references taken as a whole do 
not show or render obvious the combination set forth, including a reinforcement rib being 
inclined such that the distance by which each reinforcement rib extends from the resin molded 
article increases in a direction from the longitudinal end of the mount rib toward the center of the 
mount rib. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
